The question comes from Texas.

Arizona scorpion 
stings begin to occur about April 
or May. 
A good deal of argument 
exists in 
those 
localities

whether .scorpion stings are ever 
fatal and even if they are serious. 
They may not be very serious in 
adults, but in children they cause 
extremely alarming symptoms: the 
younger the child, the mere alarm ­ 
ing the symptoms. 
A child, wdten 
stung, cries out with pain. although 
there is usually very little sign of 
the sting, either redness or swelling.
